Upland’s system of planning

In a statement made to the local 
press, Grube said, ‘“‘Upland’s 
planning department is not equip- 
ped to properly planforthecity’s 
current period of explosive 
growth,”” 

Grube cited the controversial 
deveiopment of Mountain Ave, as 
an example, ‘‘Mountain is a long 
strip of asphalt with intersecting 
streets every block, A series 
of developments are going ut 
the block and these projects may 
or may not have consistency 
or add to the beauty ofthe area,” 
he said, 

Grube noted some consistency 
in the general plan, which dic- 
tates the type of development, 
apartment, factory of single 
family home that can be built 
on a specific lot, Also, city 
codes specify setbacks, lot sizes 
and other development rules,

Traffic Safety Devise Will 
Save Lives, Reduce Damages | 


An un-identified out-of-state 
driver, enroute from Pear Blos- 

m to Oceanside, was the first 
to test a new safety device in- 
stalled on a concrete lane di- 
vider in the Guthrie Memorjal 
imerchange near Colton last 
week, 

Falling asleep at 
the driver struck the lane di- 
vider head-on at a speed near 
70 miles an hour, His car sus- 
tained minor front end damage 
and he was released from Loma 
Linda Hospital after treatment 
for minor head injuries, 

The new life-saving device in- 
stalled by the California Depart- 
nent of Transportation makes it 
possible for drivers to collide 
an average car, head-on into a 
concrete lane divider at 70 mph

The feat is made possible by 
a simple series of water filled 
tubes, technically known as a 
“Hydralic Impact Vehicle At- 
tenuater”’ placed between thecar 
and probable point of impact, 

The first impact atrenuater 
in the San Bernardino valley 
area was installed at the be- 
ginning of the Los Angeles to 
[an Bernardino ramp to the Gu- 
thrie Interchange last week, 

According to Caltrans Design 
Engineer Taylor Smith, the $32,- 
UOO device is the first of several 
to be installed in the area, 

The attenuater stops a vehicle 
by using water inside plastic 
tubes to absorb the impact, When 
a vehicle hits it, plugs at the 


plastic containers will be placed between panels of finished attenuater, 


top of the tubes pop out and the 
vehicle’s forward energy is ab- 
sorbed in a massive upward 
Spurting of water, 

With use of the device in Los 
Angeles, several lives have been 
saved, including that of a woman 
who hit the device at “‘over 70 
miles per hour” in a Cadillac, 
The woman was uninjured and 
faced with repairing only a minor 
dent in one ffender of her car, 
Without the device she would have 
been forced to hit concrete, 

Putting the attenuater back into 
condition after an accident is 


both simple and inexpensive, ac- 
cording to Smith, “You just pull 
the frame back out and replace 
the water in the tubes,””

Postal Rates 
To Increase March 2 


New postage rates will go into 
effect Saturday, March 2, 

First class mail will cost 10 
cemts per ounce, airmail will be 
13 cents and post cards eight 
cents, 

Customers may purchase their 
new stamps by mail, saving time 
and gasoline-consuming trip to 
the post office, Mail orders may 
be paid by check or money order, 

Because of the shortage of 
paper for printing and the logis- 
tics job of providing official post- 
al service stamps-by-mail, or- 
der blanks to some 42,000 post 


offices, the new order forms 
may not be available at all lo- 
cations in time for the rate 
change,

Posted Clearly 


The San Bernardino County 
Board of Supervisors has adopt- 
ed an urgency ordinance requir- 
ing Service stations to clearly 
post the price at which they have 
available gasoline, 

The ordinance will become ef- 
fective inearly March and applies 
throughout the unincorporated 
area of the county, 

County officiala aaid the or- 
dinance i5 necessary because 
the apparent scarcity of gagso- 
line has resulted in widely di- 
vergent and rapidly fluctuating 
price’ between service stations 
and even from day-to-day at the 
same stations, 

The ordinance atates that the 
inability of the motoring public 
to determine the price of gaso- 
line until they are at the pump 
has resulted in aggravation and 
threats of violence, The ordi- 
nance is necessary for the safety 
of both the buyers and sellera 
of gasoline, 

The ordinance stipulates that 
the price per gallon, including 
all taxes, muat be visible from 
the atreet and that no gasoline 
may be advertised which ia not 
currently available,

The ‘Natural Athlete’ Myth

One of the best loved myths 
surrounding athletics is that of 
the “‘natural athlete.” 

The way this folklore goes 
there are certain of us who are 
“‘horn’’ to be good runners, ski- 
ers, basketball players, boxers 
and shot-putte Se 

Supposedly it’s just a quirk of 
fate that puts one man in the 
crowds and another on the bas- 
ketball court. 

You’ll hear it said that it’s a 
certain ‘‘gift’” that enables a 
man to hit the 10 inch rim ofa 
basketball hoop from 25 feet 
away while at a full run with 
four other men hovering within 
inches of him doing everything 
in their power just shy of a right 
hook to take that ball away. 

A case in point: 

Chaffey college has just fin- 
ished a successful basketball 
season with a second in the very 
tough Mission Conference, 

With a 20-7 record for con~ 
ference play Coach Barney New- 
lee’s Panthers were second Only 
to Riverside Community Col- 
lege, 

Coach Newlee will tell you 
that a good season doesn’t hap= 
pen because of tall men who have 
a gift for the game -- those at- 


tributes help -- but they’ re Only 
a start. 

Nobody is born to play basket- 
ball and those “‘natural athletes”’ 
you see on the court are that way 
not by a quirk of fate but through 
hard work, 

The difference between the 
spectator and the participant is 
long hours of practice, For every 
hour of glory and grace on the 
basketball court before a crowd 
there are 60 or 70 hours of 
sweaty, painstaking practice, 

The Chaffey Panthers started 
the long process of becoming 
“‘natural athletes’’ in the early 
days of October, Before they 
could even start practicing witha 
basketball they had to pass cer- 
tain minimum physical stand-= 
ards, In their pre-season con- 
ditioning program, they ran and 
lifted weights, 

Newlee's standing order was, 
**Be on the track at 3:30.”" Once 
on the track their workout looked 
more like a trackman’s than a 
basketbal player’s: “‘Run 1 lap;’’ 
“‘sprint straight~aways,”” “walk 
curves;”’ “‘run up and down the 
aisles on the football bleachers,”’ 

Before the conditioning pro- 
gram was finished each player 
had to be able to run the steep 
hills of the Chaffey cross-country 
course twice: eight miles of hard 
running.

There were rules for every as- 
pect of the arthlete’s life, from 
“mental habits” to  ‘“‘victory 
spirit,” from ‘‘loyalty”’ to “con- 
fidence’” and of course ‘diet. 

Slowly they became basketball 
players; good enough for a second 
place in one of the toughest 
leagues in California. 

Coach Newlee, in the earliest 
days of the season, described 
the work and hours needed to be- 
come a ‘‘natural athlete:’* 

“Remember -- You cannot 
function to your fullest capacity 
unless you are doing everything 
possible to put yourself in the 
best possible physical condition, 
Basketball is hard and strenu- 
ous and can’t be forced upon you 
-- you’ve got to get in the best 
physical condition possible be- 
cause you want to. Don’t déceive 
yourself and your teammates, 
don’t let the school down, don’t 
deceive your coach == and mainly, 
don’t deceive yourself by false 
conditions » 
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Montclair Hig! » School lost to
